Report of the School Board 


The School Board is pleased to report to the citizens of Ac- 
worth another good year in our public schools. Teachers have 
in the main been efficient and faithful and of high character. 
The School Board considers it of highest ;:mportance that teach- 
ers morally and intellectually present high ideals of life in their 
own persons to the children whom they teach. It is good teach- 
ers that make good schools. Given inferior teachers and good 
schools are impossible. Whatever else we have—equipment, 
buildings, facilities, are but necessary helps. The teacher is 
the school. President Garfield once said that a log in the woods 
with Mark Hopkins on one end and himself on the other was 
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college enough for him. Our aim is to secure teachers of best 
character and best ability our resources will command, and 
when they prove acceptable keep them as long as possible. On 
the other hand, if one proves inferior in ability or conduct she 
is eliminated at the earliest opportunity. All teachers engaged 
to begin work at the beginning of the school year in September 
are engaged for thirty weeks of school, the full time our re- 
sources permit for our school year. Most of our teachers so en- 
gaged continue through the year. Occasionally one leaves us 
for a higher salary, or one is dropped because unsatisfactory. 
For the most part during the past year our teachers have given 
good satisfaction. Some deserve special praise for excellent 
service. 

Miss Grace I. Swift ‘taught the’ Center school during the 
Spring term. She is a talented young woman and gave good 
service. She did not wish to return for another year. Miss 
Avis Todd was selected for that school for the present year. 
She was without experience, but with fine ability. Her con- 
trol and management improved as the term advanced. She is 
doing well and.we are glad to have her continue on for the 
Spring term. 

Miss Alice P. Lewis has taught the South Acworth school 
since the departure of Miss Holland. She has proved herself 
highly competent, and has ‘brought both order and peace to 
that school and community. The School Board highly appre- 
_ciates her excellent service arid fine ability, and congratulates 
the people of South Acworth on the improved conditions there. 

The school at Grout Hill was taught in the spring term by 
Miss Lena Bennett, and in' the fall term by Miss Gladys Irene 
Woodbury. Neither gave satisfaction. Miss Bennett was 
transferred to the North school for the fall term, and Miss 
Woodbury is not to return for the spring term. She has ability, 
but failed in discipline. Miss Bennett did not secure an agree- 
able environment, either in the neighborhood or the school, 
though she was a teacher of many years of experience. It is our 
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earnest expectation that that ‘school will be in more competent 
hands next term. 

The North school was taught by. Miss Anne I. Holmes, in 
the spring term, a young woman of the finest character, but 
young and inexperienced. She did excellent work, but some 
difficulties in discipline prevented her return in the fall. Miss 
Bennett, who succeeded her, did not gain the confidence of the 
patrons of the school, and as a consequence is not to return in 
the spring. 

The County school has been kept Hee Mrs. Abbie H. Gowen, 
(nee Hutchinson), whose, excellent service the past two years 
gives great satisfaction to the people in that district, and is very 
gratifying to the cna) board. We Hees her to continue her 
work there. 

Miss Maud Moody has taught: the Derry Hill school the 
entiré year, as_ she has for the two preceding years, with entire 
satisfaction to all concerned. 

The East Acworth :school was Baahe in the spring term by 
Miss Effie Weedén, who gave much satisfaction to all the pa- 
trons ‘there. <A better salary near her home in Massachusetts 
prevented her return, and Miss Adelaide Leonard was secured, 
a fine young woman of high character, who has kept: an ex- 
cellent school there. The school board has decided to transfer 
her to the Grout Hiil school, in the full confidence that she will 
meet the needs there. The school board holds her in high es- 
teem for her ability and character, and hopes the Grout Hill 
district will sustain her loyally. 

The Tracy school has been taught this year again by Mrs. 
Catherine Putnam. Mrs. Putnam is a thoroughly competent 
teacher of long experience. That district is most fortunate in 
having her services. The school board has no anxiety for the 
Tracy school with Mrs. Putnam in charge, and expresses the 
hape that she may long be able to continue there. 

The School District at its last annual meeting voted $140 00 
for repairs and $90.00 for building new out houses. An out 
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house has been built at the Tracy school and two at the Center 
school. The one at Derry Hill was repaired. All our school 
houses now have been made as’ sanitary as conditions will 
permit.. The house’ at the Tracy district was shingled and an 
underpinning placed beneath it, which it evidently has always 
lacked. The school house in the Perham district, long closed» 
was shingled and the windows boarded up. It may be of use 
some future time. Other houses were repaired to greater or less 
extent to nearly the limit of the repair fund. For the coming 
year three school houses are in need of shingling, viz.: the 
South Acworth, the County and the Derry Hill. The painting 
of school houses has been impossible thus far for Jack of 
funds. Those most in need ot paint are ths North school, the 
Derry Hill school, the Tracy school, the East Acworth and the 
County school. The East Acworth school will also need 
shingling in the near future. Towards these repairs the 
School Board asks for $200.00 for the next year, which it 
will make go as far as possible, 

The text book and supply fund will need a slight increase 
as the books are largely worn out, and need replacing. A con- 
siderable number of readers, arithmetics and geographies were 
purchased this year, all that the fund would warrant. 

The work in manual training conducted by Mrs. Jennie 
Smith and others was continued through the spring term and a 
few weeks afterward. During the fall term it was omitted but 
again resumed in winter after the close of the school term. For 
the continuance of this valuable work we express our grateful 
appreciation and hope the time is not distant when it may be 
made a regular and definite part of our school work. 

Apart from the slight ripples mentioned in this report the 
schools of Acworth have had a very fine year. The School 
Board welcomes comparison with any country town in this vi- 
cinity, and congratulates the town on the opportunities afforded 
in their schools for their children. Out of such schools have 
gone in past years many of the noblest citizens of state and na-

tion. No child: in Acworth need feel that up to high school age 
it lacks opportunity for its best development, both mentally and 
morally. We ask parents to give these schools their conf- 
dence and the teachers their hearty support and co-operation. 
They can thus aid tremendously in inspiring their children with 
love of learning the best things a Christian civilization can give, 
and the determination to grow up into good men and women, 
good and useful citizens of this great Republic.

At a meeting of the trustees held in the Library March 27, 
1915, Edgar K. Morrison was chosen chairman for the year 
1915-16, and J. F. Eaton, secretary and treasurer. Mrs. Angie 
H. Livingston was appointed Librarian for the ensuing year. 
Mrs. Young was appointed forthe branch at South Acworth, 
and Mrs. Roy Buss for East Acworth. No appropriation 
having been made to meet the expenses of these two branches, 
the Librarians agreed to serve for the year 1915-16 without pay. 
It can hardly be expected that they will continue to do this, and 
an appropriation to meet the needs of these two out stations for 
next year is recommended. Some repairs are needed on the 
chimney and roof of the building, which should be attended to 
as soon as weather will permit. It is also urged that an appro- 
priation be made to place at least two thousand dollars of in- 
surance on the building and books. 

The trustees have expended thirty dollars for books of high 
quality, which will be a good addition to our collection.

Report of Librarian 


To the Trustees of Silsby Free Public Library and 
Citizens of Acworth. 


The interest suown in our Library the past year has been 
good. 

Several pictures of former residents havejbeen given. 

The Trustees have installed a fire extinguisher in case 
of need. 

The shades purchased {from the Dramatic Club Fund have 
been put up and add much tothe general appearance of the 
building. Thanks are due Miss Caroline F. Davis for select- 
ing the same. 

There have been 115 registered visitors, 65 names on our 
cards. 

The circulation of books and magazines for the year ending 
February 12, has been 1293 books, 1522 magazines, total 2815, 
making a weekly average of 54. This does not include those 
sent to branch libraries.
